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We have attacked the Capitol 
because it is, along with the White 
House and the Pentagon, the world- 
wide symbol of the government 
which is now attacking Indochina. 
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The U.S. adventure into Laos has 
demonstrated the contradictions, lies, and 
racism or opt Indochina policy pehaps 
better than any of the other tragedies 
around Vietnam with which we are so 
familiar. The story of Hill 31 is a pinnacle 
example, 

‘The newspapers first broke the story 
that Hill 31 had been taken by the North 
Vietnamese. Later stories told that the 
Hill was still under contention, that the 
top was a no man’s land, that the South 
Vietnamese held one slope and the North 
Vietnamese held the opposite slope. 

Now it comes out that the North 
Vietnamese have, in fact, won the hill, 
and that one of the reasons they were 
able to do it so easily is that U.S. air 
power on which the So, Vietnamese had 
been counting, was diverted from protect- 
ing several hundred South Vietnamese

The Nixon regime is now attempting the brutal conquest of yet another nation 
in Indochina. Lies about the war “winding down” cannot hide the criminal invasion 
of Laos. Nixon’s speech last week cannot cover up the most vicious inhuman air 
war in history. Deadly US B52’s are dropping the equivalent of Hiroshima every 
two days on Laotian villages, forests and fields. Air attacks on South Vietnam, 
North Vietnam and Cambodia are heavy and increasing. Nixon can’t explain away 
fifteen hundred US Marines ready on the North Vietnamese border while Ky, Thieu 
and Kissinger prepare the Amerikan public for the next invasion, Nixon cannot 
disguise his plan—the genocide against all Indochinese people who dare to fight 
against Amerikan imperialism. 

We have attacked the Capitol because it is, along with the White House and the 
Pentagon, the worldwide symbol of the government which is now attacking 
lindochina. To millions of people here and in Latin America, Africa and Asia, it is a 
monument to US domination over the Planet.The invaders of Laos will not have 
peace in this country. Young people here will do everything we can to harass, 
disrupt and destroy this murderous government. The thosuands of people who have 
begun to protest and fight this new escalation are saying to the world that we will 
retaliate against Amerika’s crimes. Our actions, our protests and the spirit of our 
resistance will be welcomed and supported by people all over the world. 


peace and makes war, that is as clear as daylight.” The US claims to be responding 
to the presence of North Vietnamese in Laos, to be attacking the so-called Ho Chi 
Minh trail. It is really launching a direct attack on the people of Laos, Their fight 
for national liberation has a long history. The Pathet Lao and nationalist forces 
have been fighting invaders since 1950, winning military victories, transforming 
lives. Since May 1964 (two months before the Gulf of Tonkin incident), Amerikan 
B52's flown from Thailand have been devastating the Laotian countryside. Sixty 
percent of the Laotian people have been made homeless, driven into population 
clusters or restoration with little possibility of survival. This, of course, is what the 
US has done in Cambodia and South Vietnam. 
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But in the past few weeks, the Pathet Lao has won great victories over the 
US-controlled, ClA-trained mercenaries. After cutting off two bases, they are now 
threatening the main body of the attacking army. Nixon needs to send in Amerikan 


troops to repair the debacle. Alréady the media and military spokesmen are calling 
it the greatest defeat since Tet—raising before Nixon. and his collaborators the 
spectre of Dien Bien Phu. 

Faced with defeats on the ground, Amerika has turned to an air war without 
limits. “Vietnamization” only means the replacement of Amerikan ground troops 
with even greater air power. With Black GI's leading open rebellions in the army, 
Nixon can’t rely on draftees. As GI’s leave Vietnamese soil, they are replaced by 
more Amerikan B52’s, flown by more Amerikan death-pilots, dropping bombs 
made in Amerikan factories. 

US bombers are now raining death on all of Indochina, chemical defoliants have 
changed beautiful lush countryside into a barren wasteland, uninhabitable for 
generations. Whole rice crops have been wiped out. And the Vietnamese revealed to 
scientists that the defoliants cause severe genetic damage to human beings. A 
pregnan- woman who drinks water which contains defoliant is more likely to have a 
malformed child than a woman exposed to atomic radiation in Hiroshima. The 
whole population of five northeastern provinces of South Vietnam is being forcibly 
relocated to create a 60-mile wide free-fire zone for Amerikan bombers. There is 
open speculation in Washington about using tactical nuclear weapons in this area. 
This is not just a war against the people who are fighting now—it is a war against the 
future. 

But Nixon speaks of peace. Air war isn’t really war at all. Bombers pounding the 
Laotian villages doesn’t mean an invasion, Gl’s in South Vietnamese uniforms aren’t 
really Amerikans. Words like “protective reaction,” “protective encirclement,” and 
“phased withdrawal” clean it up for the TV and voting audience. 

‘The men who are running this war are a new vicious breed of murderer. Kissinger 
smilingly referred to Nixon’s address as his “End of the World” speech, while 
Amerika moves closer to war with China. Laird cries for the POW’s while 
Vietnamese are tortured in Saigon’s tiger cages and by US special forces. Rogers 
pledges a “war without limits” in Indochina. Arrogant imperialists, at ease with the 


the general fund covering other state 
workers. Such foresight gentlemen, such 


allies in order to save two downed 
American pilots. 

At least one hundred South Viet- 
namese are dead, abandoned by their 
allies because the lives of two Americans 
were thought to be more valuable. 
Racism is so entrenched in Vietnam that 
it even works against the imperialist war 
effort. 

Of course we're happy for the North 
Vietnamese victory. We can only hope 
that the South Vietnamese lackeys who 
are laboring under such a heavy fascist 
yoke, and who, like many Americans, 
espouse policies which only work against 
them--we can only hope that these 
people can find the courage in the midst 
of their devastation to understand the 
true nature of their patriotism and be- 
come like their brothers in Indochina 
who are resisting the pig. Hill 31 could be 
a meaningful lesson. 


It is urgent that all of ús expose Nixon’s lies. Pham Van Dong said “Nixon talks 
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pastime of genocide. Selling their atrocities with press releases, “new images” 
Madison Avenue doublethink. But as Custer discovered at the Little Big Horn, as 
the French found at Dien Bein Phu, and as Nixon is learning in the Laotian hills 
west of Khe Sanh, the arrogance of the white man can lead to his own destruction. 

The war that began ten years ago was to be a quick mop-up job to search and 
destroy the Vietcong, Instead it has become the longest war this country has fought 
since the wars to conquer the Indians. Faced with the whole people of Laos, 
Cambodia and Vietnam as its enemy, Amerika has turned to a new kind of 
warfare—kill all, burn all, destroy all. The trimes committed at the village of My Lai 
are not extraordinary—the defendants in that case call it standard operating 
procedure, After all, Calley testified, it’s not as if he were killing human beings. 

But the people of Indochina have persevered. In Vietnam the Amerikan invaders 
have been driven out of the countryside by the full power of people’s war. By local 
self-defense units in each village, by women in the rice fields shooting down bomber 
planes, by children running supplies to the front, by the bamboo traps set by 
thousands of villagers. Today the Provisional Revolutionary Government (PRG) 
governs four-fifths of the countryside and 11 million people. It is recognized by 
over twenty nations, leading the war effort, maintaining factories and schools, 
making films. It is the government which, represented by Madame Binh, seeks 
independence at Paris. 

The Saigon regime is now on the brink of collapse. Even the CIA estimates that 
over thirty thousand people inside the regime are secret members of the NLF, In 
Saigon itself, the underground carries out daily sabotage attacks, and mass student 
demonstrations threaten the US Embassy. In the cities, once the heart of Amerikan 
corruption and power in South Vietnam, everyone is part of the resistance 
movement. ` 

Thousands of young people had the honor of meeting the Vietnamese while 
helping with the sugar harvest in Cuba, What we learn from our Cuban and 
Vietnamese friends is that our power grows in a long, a protracted war, while the 
enemy, attacked on many fronts, weakens. We have already fought many battles 
here. We were at the Pentagon and stopped troop trains in Oakland in 1967. In 
1968, the combined effect of the Tet offensive, Black rebellions in every city, and 
the student movement forced LBJ into early retirement. Last May, the massive 
response to the invasion of Cambodia slowed down Nixon’s timetable, heightened 
the crisis within the army, and gave great encouragement to the Indochinese people. 

Now ruling-class spokesmen are telling us that the movement has cooled off—but 
we saw a new spirit march through the streets of Amerika last month. People are 

b that-naive. We are all 
vanced repressive technology of the pigs. 
e, women’s groups led militant street demonstrations for 


the first time. They have taken the name and ideal of Madame Binh to young 
people. The life of Ho Chi Minh, the history of the DRV and the NLF has been an 
inspiration to all of us—now we must learn about the Pathet Lao and the Khmer 
Rouge. The spirit of cooperation that exists among all the organizations allied in 
the fight to free Indochina is the spirit we can build this year within Amerika. Now 
we must begin mobilizing for the next stage. 

All over the country, revolutionaries are getting ready for the spring. Our plans 
can be as creative and indigenous as the bamboo booby traps of the Vietnamese. 
Sometimes our weapons don’t seem to be enough—the feeling of frustration comes 
from our passionate desire to help force the withdrawal of US troops and stop the 
murderous bombing raids right away. But our sting is deadly—our revolution is 
young. Beautiful Pathet Lao banners, sisters marching strong, mobile forces, new 
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people. People learning how to live and how to sustain the fight. Together there 
comes great power. The combined strength of armed underground attacks, 
propaganda, demonstrations in the cities and campuses, actions by local collectives, 
all forms of organizing and political warfare can wreck the Amerikan war machine. 
Everything we do makes a difference. After the B52 attacks, the Vietnamese fill 
in the bomb craters. Hundreds of men and women mobilize to hand small baskets 
of earth up to the people at the top of the crater. Soon the crater is filled. People 
from all over the world are encouraged by what we do here in the heart of the 
Empire.

On Saturday Catholic demonstrators 
shouted “Ardoyne” at the British troops 
and Belfast police who separated them 
from homeward bound Protestant foot- 
ball fans whom they were trying to at- 
tack. Finally the crowd attacked the 
troops and fought for an hour before 
water cannons were used to disperse 
them. 
Heavy rioting, many crowds led by 
TRA-uniformed women continued on 
Sunday and Monday. A number of build- 
ings were bombed throughout the city, 
including two police stations and a bus 
station. A British soldier was killed on 
Monday when rioters threw an estimated 
10 gasoline bombs in his Land Rover. 
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Los Siete are bitter. It’s not just that 
they spent 18 months rotting in jail for a 
crime of which they were eventurally 
proved innocent. It’s not just the vicious 
response of the media in its attempt to 
prove the brothers guilty despite their 
acquittal. It’s not just the vengeful beat- 
ing of Jose Rios, the frame-ups of Rios 
and Rodriguez on dope charges, the con- 
stant harassment of all six brothers, and 
other Los Siete members. 

Such is the logic of Amerikan law that 
now that the brothers have been vindicat- 
ed and theirfamilies can breathe freely for 
the first time in almost two years, they 
face another trial, arising from the same 
May 1, 1969 incident as the last one, with 
a penalty of five years to life if they are 
convicted. And there is little publicity 
around this trial — just an occasional 
gloating filler in the Chronicle. There are 
no famous lawyers, no jammed court- 
rooms, no TV. lights in the corridor. The 
bitter irony is that once the fanfare and 
jubilation have died away, the pigs go 
right ahead to claim their victims. 

‘rhe brothers explained, at what may 
now be labelled the first trial, that they 
fled from the scene of Officer Brodnick’s 
death because they were brown and knew 
if they stuck around to tell their story to 
police they would probably be killed 
“while trying to escape” ‘They were 
fugitives for five days, as they tried un- 
successfully to arrange a peaceful surrend- 
er with lawyers present to assure their 
safety. On the sixth day, broke, hungry, 
sick and paranoid, they took a man’s car, 
and were captured twenty minutes later. 

Now, having failed to convict the 
brothers of murder, attempted murder or 
burglary, the authorities are trying to 
railroad them to the joint for life on 
charges of armed robbery and car theft. 
The upcoming trial in San Mateo county 
not only violates their constitutional 
guarantees to a speedy trial and against 
double jeoprody; it shouldn’t even be 
glorified by the word trial. It’s an act of 
spite, pure and simple. And the pigs don’t 
want just one of Los Siete; they want all 
six. 

Of the young couple whose car Los 
Siete are accused of stealing, the man is a 
cooperative tool of the police, while the 
woman insists the brothers did not harm 
them, but said, “We don’t want to hurt 
you. We only need your car.” Naturally 
the man was called to testify before the 
San Mateo grand jury which indicted Los 
Siete, while thewomanwas not. 


There is only one way Los Siete can be 

saved from this railroad which is possibly 
more brutal and unscrupulous than the 
last. That is to make the entire Bay Area 
aware of what’s coming down; to support 
the brothers with rallies, propaganda, 
attendance at the trial, and maney(un- 
publicized trials do not command free 
legal services). Specifically: —The trial 
starts May 10 at San Mateo County court- 
house in Redwood City. Try to be there. 
There will be rallies which the Tribe will 
announce as the come along.

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ATD - Aid to the Totally Dependent. 
ATD is permanent disability aid that 
takes anywhere from 3 to 6 months to 
get, but while you arewaiting you can be 
getting General Assistance. Whether you 


get G.A. or not, the checks are retro- 
active, so you can expect a fat sum at the 
end of the waiting period. To qualify you 
have to be either heavily physically handi- 
capped or somewhat schizophrenic, but 
you can have a doctor of your own 
choosing for a checkup. Meanwhile, 
remember the words of R.D. Laing: 
-“schizophrenia can be both valuable and 
restorative to human consciousness.” You 
get $150 to $200 a month. 


Welfare is a game. A game that city, 
state, and local governments play with 
care, They provide some 12 million poor 
with just enough to stop them from 
rioting, but not enough to destroy their 

“incentive to work" For most it is a game 
of survival and if you know the rules, plus 
invent a few of your own, you can make 
it. Here’s how to do it. 


AFDC - Aid for Dependent Children. 

The basic qualifications for this kind 
of aid are; one of the child’s parents must 
be deceased, physically or mentally 
incapacitated, unemployed, or continu- 
ally absent from the home where the 
child is living. The adults concerned must 
have less than $600 personal property, 
less than $5000 real property (real estate, 
land), The children must be under 21; 
between 16 and 21 they must be in 
school. 


Food Stamps 

FS, as most everyone knows are the 
most inefficient and biggest hassle for the 
least money. They require you to come 
fully supplied with things like rent re- 
ceipts (which are verified), birth cer- 
tificate, and explanation of any income 
you might. be getting; since recently all 
employable people have to register at the 
state empluyment office. For the max- 
imum value in Food Stamps per person, 
$28 for 50 cents, it is best to say you 
have an income of about $5 (selling 
Tribes, of course) and have been paying 
rent of about $3-$10 to a friend. (NO 
income and crashing at a friend’s place 
rent free counts as an adjusted income of 
$20, for the rent you don’t pay.) 


Women who have a doctor’s certificate 
to prove they are pregnant are also elig- 
ible. There are two commonly used tests 
for pregnancy - the urine test and the 
pelvic test. Women have faked pregnancy 
by presenting a pregnant woman’s urine, 
but if you are going to do this it must be 
the urine of a woman in the very early 
stages of pregnancy when the pelvic test 
is not too reliable, The urine must be 
fresh on the day it is presented. 


If you wish to take a trip to Sac- 
ramento you can be eligible for an “‘emer- 
gency food stamp program”, and recieve 
coupons the same day. It’s good to be 
just arriving, crashing in your van, or at a 
friend’s address (you can find a friend in 
the telephone directory, but it’s good to 
say that the friend doesn’t have a phone). 
Wherever you are, you must have cooking 
facilities. You can go in a large group 
where only one person who is at least 21, 
acting as “head of household”, must 
show ID. They are now checking Welfare 
rolls between cities in California so if 
you're already getting food stamps ir 
‘Alameda county don’t do it unless you 
lare going to give aphony name. 


Once a woman gets on AFDC it will 
pay her to get job, since she will still get a 
large part of her grant plus food stamps 
and medical aid, in addition to her entire 
salary. At present the state’s percentage 
of the AFDC bill has been cut from 80% 
to 69% by Reagan, and has yet to be 
restored. It will probably mean a $40 cut 
for 58% of the applicants, Benefits for a 
woman with one child are $148 a month, 
for two children $172, and so on. 


On the whole, the S.F, Welfare Depart- 
ment is more liberal and has. more local 
money than does Alameda County, and 
so gives more support to welfare services 
than do the cities of Alameda. San Fran- 
cisco residents use Mt. Zion and Berkeley 
Medical Center for medical benefits, 
which are better and more accessible hos- 
pitals than Highland and Herrick. This 
applies to all eligible for Medi-Cal, etc., 
not just those on AFDC. 


" It appears as though the people of 
Berserkely have their own resident urban 
guerilla forces right here. In the past 
week, there have been two terrorist 
bombings and a few other assorted 
actions in town.

The second major attack was the right 


on bombing of the Bank of Amerika 
branch at Ashby and Adeline on the 
morning of March 3. The explosion blew 
out windows and doors, and blew the 
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G.A. - General Assistance 

GA is a temporary aid and is funded 
solely by Alameda County. Gonsequently 
it is a very conservative program. For men 
to qualify they have to be at least 21, 
unless they are married, and have a doc- 
tor’s note saying they are mentally or 
physically unable to work. If you haven’t 
seen a shrink in the last two months they 
make you see a county doctor who is a 
pig; and whether you're crazy, insane,or 
just plain mad, he'll reject you. Your best 
bet might be to claim physical disability 
and get a note from a private doctor; or 
to get a note from a private shrink saying 
you have been seeing him regularly for 
some time. 


Women also have to be over 21, unless 
they are or have been married. You don’t 
have to be mentally or physically handi- 


«capped, you can even have a low paying 


job. All you have to do is register with 
the State Employment Office and be 
willing to be assigned to a work project. 
Since there aren’t jobs to be had, you 
probably won’t be working till June, 
when they might try to get you picking 
grapes. They'll tell you they have to 
contact your parents, but, if that isn’t 
cool, say you don’t know where they are. 
If you cali for your appointment ahead of 
time you should have somewhere around 
$100 within a week. 


Some important things to remember 
are: 

1. Before you see any worker ask for 
the ATD, GA, or AFDC information 
forms. Go over beforehand what you 
need to say and do to receive the max- 
imum grant with the least trouble.

Along with 
the Revolutianary Army , The Capitol 
Bombers, and the other revolutionary 
people, we welcome spring. PICK UP 
THE GUN IN SEVENTY—ONE! 
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Prisoners at McNeil Island Federal Pen- 
itentiary in Steilacoom, Washington have 
been on strike since Monday, February 
22. Out of over 1200 men held on the 
Island, only 67 went to work at the 
beginning of the strike; now none are, 
since all the men have been locked up for 
their own protection. Two men have so 
far died because they were denied med- 
ical attention. 

‘The prisoners as a group have issued 
no list of demands as such—their only 
demand is that they be allowed to speak 
to members of the press, straight and 
liberated, to give their stories in person. 
Warden Jacob J. Parker’s hand-picked 
Men’s Advisory Council was told to act as 
spokesmen for the other prisoners; they 
refused to act as such, went on hunger 
strikes, and are now in isolation. Six men 
whom the prisoners have picked to speak 
for them have been slammed in the Hole. 

There have been no negotiations inside 
the prison with the convicts as a group— 
instead, the warden boasts they are con- 
ducting “individual negotiations.” This, 
of course, means that prisoners are taken 
out of their cells one-by-one to be in- 
terrogated and intimidated, One man who 
has accumulated 3300 days of “good 
time” (time to be subtracted from his 
sentence) during his stay since 1944 was 
threatened with the loss of this if the 
strike didn’t come to an end by Saturday. 

Although many conditions at McNeil 
have been subject to demands for change 

_ in the past several weeks, no one can say 
what events or conditions “began” the 
strike—no one is presuming to speak for 
the prisoners themselves. There have been 
visits with friends and relatives, but there 
has been no opportunity for the men to 
express themselves through acces to the 
media. And until this simple right is 
granted, there can be no true understand- 
ing of the conditions inside the pen- 
itentiary. 

The strike, which so far has produced 
no violence whatsoever, despite the fact 
that guards walk the halls with gas masks 
and ax handles, is costing the prison 
thousands of dollars a day. The prison 
system, as well as having to support 
(though with only two sandwiches a 
meal) their now-idle workers, is losing all 
production of such items as furniture, 
and cables and electronic parts for 
missiles and radar. These are some of the 


things that prisoners at McNeil normally 


turn out for wages which start at 17 cents 
an hour if they're lucky enough to be 
getting paid at all. > 

‘The implications of the events taking 
place within the cold, cement walls must 
be understood. Perhaps for the first time 
ever for this duration an entire federal 
penitentiary has been completely shut 
down. The men are strongly united in 
their awareness of and opposition to the 
prison system and the larger, fascistic 
system it represents, and they have dis- 
carded all racial antagonisms among 
themselves, recognizing these as a 
stumbling block to freedom. And as 
much as consciousness of the realities of 
prison life is spread to those outside, it is 
important that all the others who are 
enslaved in Amerika’s dungeons hear the 


news about the extent of the present 
resistance.

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SELECTIVE SERVICE DRAFT 
BOARDS NOS. 46, 47, AND 48 ARE 
CLOSED BY THE PEOPLE. 

Tuesday, March 2, a group of UC 
students and educators began acts of 
non-violent civil disobedience at the 
entrances to the Berkeley draft board 
offices, at the corner of Addison and 
Grove streets, Their actions coincide with 
similar sit-ins at the draft boards in San 
Mateo (which, led by clergymen, began 
on Ash Wednesday), San Jose, Oakland, 
and San Francisco, in protest to the 
widening of the Indochinese war. 

While in San Francisco there were 13 
arrests as a result of the sit-ins, the tone 
at the Berkeley office has been subdued. 
Two women in the selective service office 
went out to lunch and, after enjoying 
their plastic repast, found that they faced 
resistance to returning to work. Efficient 
workers that they undoubtably are , they 
immediately summoned police assistance. 
Professor Charles Schwartz, one of the 
demonstrators, described Lieutenant 
Hickman and Captain Plummer spending 
a good many minutes of their valuable 
time trying to reason with the resistors, 
before asking them to swhow ID'S and 
bodily moving them out of the way for 
the diligent lady workers to return to 
their own battlefield, Professor Schwartz 
pointed out to the Berkeley police 
captain that Richard Nixon would surely 
thank him for assisting in the war effort, 
but Captain Plummer was most reluctant 
to accept this second hand token thanks,

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BAIL 


Bail is property (usually money) that 
you put up to insure that you will come 
to court on the required date. If you 
don’t show up, you forfeit your bail, In 
theory, bail is not supposed to be used as 
punishment, as a means of preventive 
detention, or as revenue for the govern- 
ment. 

In actuality, bail automatically dis- 
criminates in favor of the wealthy. For 
most people, even so-called “low” bail 
takes a large chunk out of money needed 
for survival. It often does serve as punish- 
ment, despite its avowed purpose. If you 
are too poor to make bail, you may stay 
in jail for a long time, even though you’re 
eventually found innocent. Sometimes in 
mass political busts, bail is set deliber- 
ately high in order to break the bank of 
the legal defense fund, When members of 
well-known revolutionary groups like the 
Panthers are arrested, bail je set so high 
that it amounts to preventive detention. 

HOW BAIL WORKS 

The jailer, bail clerk, or judge sets the 
bail. In the Bay Area, there is a standard 
bail for every misdemeanor, but felony 
bails are left to the judge’s discretion. In 
setting bail, the judge acts as if you are 
guilty until proven innocent. This means 
that bail is determined on the basis of the 
seriousness of the charges against you, a: 
well as on your prior record and ‘roots’ in 
the community. On some charges (like 
offenses punishable by death) you can’t 
get out on bail at alli If the judge decides 
that you present a danger to society, to 
an individual, or even to yourself, he may 
refuse to set bail. 

Bail may be set by the police at’ the 
time that you’re booked, or it may not be 
set until you come before a judge at 
arraignment (which may be as long as 72 
hours after booking). Even if bail is set 
and your friends have the money together 
before the arraignment, in most cases it’s 
better to wait till after your arraignment 
to get bailed out, if your head can stand 
it. At the arraignment, the judge might 
reduce the bail or release you on your 
own recognizance, or the D.A. might 
drop the charges. The wait could save 
your brothers and sisters a lot of money. 
Exceptions to this rule are people on 
probation or parole, fugitives busted 
under another identity, etc. You want fo 
get these people out of the hands of the 
pigs as soon as possible, before the legal 
machinery has a chance to check them 
out. 

CASH BAIL 

At your arraignment, always try to get 
the judge to set “cash bail”. You pay cash 
directly to the court, sometimes as little 
as five or ten percent of the amount of 
bail bond required. If you show up in 
court when you're supposed to, you get 
back all but 2% of the cash after your 
case is over. Cash bail is usually cheaper 
and easier than bail bond. Request it if 
the judge doesn’t offer it. 


BAIL BONDSMEN 

If you can’t raise cash bail, or if the 
judge won’t set it, you'll have to go to a 
bail bondsman. Bail bondsmen are agents 
of big insurance companies. You pay 
them to give the court an insurance pol- 
icy on your showing up for trial. If you 
split, the bondsmen and his backers are 
supposed to pay and then try to capture 
you or your money. You pay the bonds- 
man 10% of the total bond, and he puts 
up the full amount. Whatever happens, 
you get nothing back. 

Some bail bondsmen are better than 
others; more willing to take on movement 
causes and risks. The best thing is to 
check around before people are busted, 
to see which bondsmen are cool and 
helpful. Most people seem to agree that 
the best bail bondsman in the Bay Area is 
Jerry Barrish (Barrish Bail Bonds) in San 
Francisco; Leo Brown in Oakland is also 
supposed to be better than average. 

GETTING BAIL BACK 
a, Bail reduction 

If your bail gets reduced, you'll get the 
extra back if you paid cash bail. If you 
paid 10% to a bondsman, there’s no point 
arguing for a bail reduction, because the 
bondsman will get all the money back, 
and not give you any. It’s better to stay 
in jail till after a bail reduction, rather 
than bailing out as soon as you can get 
together 10%. 
b.Return of bail and bail forfeiture 
se At.sentencing, cash bal ie returned. to 


Son, Whether youre convicted or aq 
uitted, If the charges are dropped, cash 


bail is also returned. If your sentence 
involves a fine, the state sometimes keeps 
the bail until the fine is paid. 

You forfeit bail when you miss a court 
appearance. The judge issues a “bench 
warrant” to have you re-arrested. He may 
drop the warrant and reinstate your bail 
if you have a good excuse the next time 
you show up, but it’s better not to take 
chances on it. Appear when you’re’sup- 
posed to, if you can. 

O.R. 

Instead of requiring bail, a judge can 
also accept your promise fo show up in 
court, as a substitute for bail. This pre- 
trial parole is called ‘release on your own 
recognizance’; O.R. for short. In the Bay 
Area, there are federally funded O.R. 
projects to facilitate the release of prison- 
ers onO.R. Staff members of the projects 
try to interview prisoners shortly after 
they are booked, to see if they’re eligible 
for O.R, Eligibility is judged on informa- 
tion about your roots in the community, 
prior record, and generally whether you 
seem like a somewhat ‘stable’ person, 
who'll probably show up for court dates. 
The O.R. people call references you give 
them to check out the information you 
give, so it’s a good idea to have it decided 
on before someone is busted: know who 
you'll list as references, and make sure 
their story about you is the same as your 
own, 


Of course, releasing someone on O.R, 
is up to the judge’s discretion; if he wants 
to put you away, he can, no matter how 
many good references and stability stories 
you can produce. And the ‘roots in the 
community’ criteria for O.R. makes it 
impossible for those prisoners most in 
need of release without paying bail to get 
it - those with no money, job, or ties in 
the community. 

If you think there’s a good chance that 
you can get out on O.R., don’t waste 
your money on a bail bondsman. 
THINGS TO DO BEFORE YOU GET 
BUSTED (individuals, communes, 
collectives); 

People going into a heavy demonstra- 
tion or action, or people who just gener- 
ally expect to get busted at some point or 
other, can prepare for it, 

1) Write out the information you'll 
need for O.R., and who your references 
will be. Give this information to your 
references, so you can be sure their story 
will correspond with yours when the O.R. 
people call them up. Here's the informa- 
tion you'll need on the sheet: How long 
have you been at your present address? 
Past address? How long in this city? In 
the Bay Area? Do you live with or have 
contact with your family? (Give names, 
addresses, etc.) List non-family people 
you live with. List your employment. 
How long have you been at your present 
job? Past jobs? Where and when did you 
go to school? Dozou recieye unemploy- 


gent or welfure?-Are you supported ba 


your parents? Frie Do you have a 
prior record? Then list at least 3 people ( 
the most “respectable” people you know 
who'll help you out) as references, who'll 
attest to your good character and Gibral- 
tar-like stability, 

2) If possible, it’s helpful for houses to 
sh of bail money (about $100 - 
ing line between misdemeanors 

and felonies) somewhere in a safe place, 
where someone who won’t be busted 
when you are can get to it. 

3) Discuss beforehand What positions 
individual members of your commune or 
collective take about bail: who, because 
of legal complications, must be bailed out 
immediately; who can (and is willing to) 
stick it out in jail for a while till their bail 
gets reduced, etc. Know who's on proba- 
tion or parole, and who has medical 
problems that need immediate attention 
if they get busted. 

It’s really a good idea to have all this 
kind of information together beforehand, 
so you don’t get stuck trying to piece 
together a story with your friends over a 
tapped jail phone. Getting busted will be 
a little easier if you know that people on 
the outside know who you want to be, 
what you need, and what to do before 
the cell door closes on you.

Although 
he poses as an Amerikan soil expert, he 
was identified by Mitrione (under truth 
serum) as being the chief CIA agent in 
Latin Amer On February „ he suf 
fered a heart attack.

Fly was actually informed of his im- 
pending release 6 days before his heart 
attack. The Tupamaros decided that he 
would be freed as their demands had been 
met. 

The Tupamaros have long shown the 
way in their noble revolutionary actions 
and incredibly gentle treatment of enemy 
captives.

The Women’s Clinic opened last Wed- 
nesday at the Berkeley Free Clinic, 2339 
Durant. The Clinie will be open from 
noon to 1ipm. In the afiernoons we're 
continuing the Well and Sick Baby Clinic 
from noon to 4 pm. Child care provided 
by a men’s group will run from noon to 
11pm. 

The women’s clinic is the result of 
women working together to meet the 
special needs of sisters in the community. 
Our bodies have been ripped off from us 
too many times. We need to know how 
our bodies work, and how to take care of 
ourselves and each other. 

Weve had to deal with miscarriages, 
lumps in our breasts, pregnancies, 
abortions, vaginal infections, childbirth, 
pre-natal and post-partum care, breast 
feeding, and raising kids, often alone. 
Since the responsibility of birth control 
rests on women most of us have learned 
the hard way about contraceptive 
methods designed basically for profit. 
We've gone through withdrawal 
symptoms from birth control pills. In the 
year , since, she’s been off the pill one 
sister still hasn’t menstruated; another 
sister didn’t for 8 months after she 
stopped taking the pill. Pregnancies from 
slipped diaphragms are a common un- 


funny joke. And sloppy insertions of ' 


IUDs have caused many of us seyere pain 
and anguish. Places we've turned to for 
care left our questions unanswered and 
trashed our feelings. 

When we have wanted tubal ligations we 
have been refused them because we are 
too young or unsure or we have been 
forced to have them because we are poor 
and third world. 


Realizing the only way to change the 
pattern of poor care of women was to 
work collectively, women came together 
from small groups, clinics, first aid 
classes, women’s karate, and by word of 
mouth. Most of us had been patients at 
the Berkeley Free Clinic and saw the 
possibilities of a women’s clinic there. 
Many meetings, classes, and potlucks 
Jater, the Women’s Health Collective was 
born. Soon there were about 40 of us and 
we began meeting in small interest groups 
with big collective meetings once a week. 

A collective means to us working and 
learning together and from each other, 
sharing responsibility, trusting each other, 
and learning how to build from criticisms. 
We're continually struggling to be this 
kind of collective. The small groups deal- 
ing with different facets of the clinic help 
to raise our consciousness as we become 
closer to each other, and discover what its 
like to be sisters. 


Staff meetings after both the after- 
noon and evening shifts are helping us 
recognize our good points and mistakes. 
Criticisms and suggestions from everyone 
involved, especially those receiving care in 
the rap center or medical part of the 
clinic will help create a better clinic. 


We want to stress prevention before 
cure. For our heads as well as our bodies 
we're emphasizing the importance of 
good diets, using natural foods that are 
unrefined or treated by chemicals, exer- 
cise through karate, jogging, bike riding, 
and swimming, knowledge of the drugs 
we use and what they do, including 
caffeine and nicotine. Prevention also 
means clean clothes and homes, ed- 
ueation, rap groups, and working to- 
gether. The Women’s Health Collective 
has started emergency psych in the 
evening (6-9) and women’s rap groups in 
the rap center. Abortion referrals are 
offered from 12-11. Pregnancy, nutrition, 
and abortion counseling will begin soon. 
As part of the prevention we’ve requested 
that there be no smoking in the medical 
part of the clinic. 

Classes for the collective in emergency 
psych, first aid, switchboard, lab, 
pharmacy, women’s bodies, history tak- 
ing and abortion counseling have helped 
us get ready. We plan to continue. these 
classes and take others in self- 
determination counseling (birth control, 
pre-natal care, breast feeding, etc). nu- 
trition, advanced medical skills. As many 
as possible will be open to the sisters in 
the community. 

Examples of the changes we've made 


in the clinic are expanded history forms 
(including gyn and pediatric data), com- 
munity and follow-up workers, and 
women’s raps. The pharmacy is being 
reorganized to work better and women in 
the lab will try to show you the slides and 
explain it to you. There is also childcare 
provided from noon to 11pm. 


‘This is what happens when you come 
to the Women’s Clinic: 


1. Come in at noon for the afternoon 
clinie/5:45 at night and stop at the desk 
to rap with the receptionist and screener. 

Screener: finds out what you need: 
emergency treatment by a doctor, child 
care, first aid, women’s rap, emergency 
psych, abortion referral, appointment 
with a doctor, or follow-up. 

Receptionist: makes and assigns time 
for appointment, guides you to the right 
place, helps co-ordinate flow of patients 
and allow enough time for each patient to 
receive thorough care. Screening and re- 
ceptionist overlap a lot. 


2. Come back for your appointment. 
See a community worker who takes your 
medical history and finds out why you 
came to the clinic. She can answer 
questions about women’s clinic, 


3. A medic takes your chart and 
brings you to the medical part of the 
clinic to go over your chart with you and 
take your temperature if necessary. She'll 
bring you to the first available doctor. 

Nurses are available for advanced med- 
ical skills. 


4. The doctor and medic in the exam- 
ining room will go over your chart, exam- 
ine, take any test necessary (pap smear if 
you have your first pelvic exam, or if its 
been one year since your last pap smear, 
or six months if you take pills). Any test 
that can be done in the lab will be 
explained, the medic will bring you to the 
lab. to see the slides if possible. If the 
treatment requires pharmaceuticals, the 
medic will take you to the pharmacy 
where the best drugs for your needs will 
be explained: how to use it, side effects, 
ete. 


5. See your follow-up worker back in 
the waiting room, She will explain how 
and when to get the results of any test 
taken, answer questions about your treat- 
ment, and tell you when to come back if 
you need to. She wants to hear your 
criticisms and suggestions about the 
women’s clinic so that we can give you 
the best care, 


The Rap Center is open for Women’s 
raps from 4-9 and Women’s emergency 
psych from 6-9. In a few weeks there will 
be psych emergency given by a woman in 
the collective from noon to 11pm. A man 
trained in raps and psych emergency will 
also be available. 

The switchboard is open as always 24 
hours a day for referrals to other services 
in the Bay Area, more information about 
the Berkeley Clinic, and the Women’s 
Clinic (between noon and 11, Wed 1. The 
number is 548-2570. Abortion referrals 
are available, ask the receptionist. 

Medical treatment will be given to men 
on Wednesdays if their problems are ones 
that cannot wait for the next day. In the 
afternoons children will be given priority 
over big people. 

Because Wednesday is the Women’s 
Clinic from noon to 11, our priority will 
be to see women first. We feel that as the 
community becomes more aware -of the 
women’s clinin that more women will 
come and brothers will try to come at 
other times. When we control our own 
bodies and minds, then we will be strong 
and free, 


We niéed everyone’s support for what 
we are trying to do. We have to show that 
collectively delivered health care is the 
answer to bureaucratically delivered 
health care. We have been struggling for 
months now with the rigid structure of 
the Berkeley Clinic—support us and help 
us show them that people need and want 
humane, collectivized, and de- 
professionalized health care,

“Other than things going in their normal repressive manner, we enjoy 


the spirits of 'rebellion.” 


‘The prison movement is growing 
rapidly. In the last year there have been 
strikes in prisons all over the country, 
with both men and women prisoners 
protesting their inhuman conditions. 
Inside. the prisons, the pigs constantly 
harrass, beat, tear gas, isolate and kill in 
an attempt to break the inmates in the 
name of “rehabilitation.” From the initial 
conviction, often an indeterminate sen- 
tence (like George Jackson's getting one 
year to life for a $40 robbery), the 
prisoner is faced with a terrible choice: 
submit or fight. To submit means to lose 
your dignity, to go along with brutaliza- 
tion, to rat on comrades, to beg. To fight 
means to get thrown in the hole, to be 
beaten and sentenced to longer and 
longer terms that often end up as life. 


The Chronicle series, and other 
establishment pigs try to imply that the 
highest level of prison administration is 
not, responsible for the torture and 
violence inflicted on inmates. This is bull- 
shit. The basic outlines of prison policy, 
including the indeterminate sentence, are 
set by the State Board, Decisions on who 
gets thrown in the hole (adjustment 
center) come from the top administrators 
at each prison. The guards are merely the 
local agents, the logical extentions of all 
these policies. They regularly beat and gas 
prisoners for little or no reason. Though 
they focus on the leaders, on articulate 
prisoners, on people who help others 
write legal briefs, on militants who are 
trying to build @ movement around racial 
unity, in the end, they get everyone. 


Prison policy is to set white, brown 
and black prisoners against each other, 
goading the whites to stand up for their 
manhood by. “getting a nigger”, pushing 
the blacks and browns to the point of 
reaction by any means available——until 
finally someone reacts and pulls a knife 
or starts screaming. Then the guards can 
let loose. 


Right now, inside many prisons, 
revolutionaries of all races are breaking 
down hundreds of years of racism and 
hatred. The movement on the outside 
knows about the black and brown 
revolutionaries, and has begun to rally to 
their defense. But now, especially in the 
last few months, whites have emerged 
who have broken with their pasts, and 
who are refusing to play their old racist 
flunkey roles. These people threaten’ the 
last reamaining prop of the prison 
system——race hatred and race war—-—and 
so they too are being subjected to what 
other militants are receiving. 


These four pages come mostly from 
white inmates in Folsom. The letters were 
sent to the legal staff of Franck, Hill, 
Stender, Hendon, Kelley and®Larson in 
Berkeley. Unfortunately, many of them 
are drastically cur down. Hopefully they 
will convey why we must Dee not just 
the famous political prisoner, but every- 
one who is stuck inside these natural 
by-products of the Amerikan Way of 
Life. 


At War With The Dog 


The following letter is an auto 
biography of a white Folsom prisoner 
who is now 24, and who has spent the 
last 10 years in the inhuman hands of the 
California youth and adult authorities. He 
is a member of RAFF.

“I hope you have the time to read this 
as it may take a while. I cannot spell very 
good and have a very hard time putting 
my feelings into the right words so they 
can be felt as I feel them. 

“Pm trying to take my time getting 
into this letter as I feel like a bomb of 
bitterness and hate. And I don’t want to 
take it out on you. 

“We will go back to 1961 (I was 14) 
when I was committed to the California 
Youth Authority (CYA) for running 
away from home. I came back there 2 
more times for parole violations . . . from 
1961 till I got out in 1964, I had never 
been in jail for any crime: other than 
running away from foster homes, and I 
had not been out on the streets more 
than 6 months all told. 


“Then they said I had to go to the 
Narcotics Hospital...They said it was 
on my record that I used narcotits even 
though I had never been busted for any 
kind at all at any time. But still I am a 
‘user as my record says. I was in NRCC for 
a few months and they kicked me out. 
Said I would not go along with the Brain 
Washing.” 

He then was shifted around to various 
state vocational institutions, He finally 
got a job with Goodwill in SF, and 
applied for parole, after having 4 months 


of good behavior. The parole board said 
they needed to see more good behavior 
and gave him another 11 months. “I had 
almost 2 years on fucking CYA parole 
violations. Dudes my age came in CYA 
for robbery, assault and were only doing 
8 to 11 months.,.. From that day on I 
did just as I wanted. I tried so hard to be 
good so I could go home that it hurt my 
mind just thinking about it. Well, when I 
came out of the Board there was no 
trying from then on.” 


He then describes a series of fights:she 
gat.into-and was accused of getting into 
with guards and other inmates. He 
apologizes again for his language, “but I 
have to. talk and say what I feel as I have 
had everything else taken away.” He was 
eventually sent to Soledad, O-wing, Max 
Row. He was jumped by a bunch of 
guards. and charged with trying to escape. 
His lawyers were so bad that he ended up 
being his own attorney. “It was a joke as 
I had never been in a trial in my life and 
didn’t know the first thing about law. As 
it ended up, we had one big fight in the 
court room. With me fighting with one of 
our own witnesses as he started bad- 
mouthing Dennis (his partner). The bulls 
jumped me so. Dennis tried getting them 
‘off me and the next thing we were fight- 
ing. The courtroom was shot with tear 
gas, we were handcuffed and put in a 
chair. The trial went on. We were found 
guilty of most of the charges. Back to 
Max Row.” SE 

After another fight on Max Row, the 
district attorney “tried to make us out to 
be Nazis but we were not at all. Two 
the men that were on trial with me were 
Mexicans (Nazis???).” By this time he 
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was 20, in Soledad’s Max Row, and still 
never convicted of a crime outside jail. 
Getting some legal advice from 
another prisoner, he filed a writ which 
legally would make him subject to bail. 
‘Apparently they were charging him with 
a crime that is only a crime if the prisoner 
is serving a life sentence, which he is not. 


“He then desctibes a series of fights he 
got into and was accused of getting into 
The judge however, changed the wording 
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That is one of the reasons we have put 
the war to the side and from now on, all 
of us will fight the dog.” 

He then describes his organization, 
RAFF, and how the authorities keep 
trying to call it Nazi. But it doesn’t fit. 
“We are behind the revolution 100% and 
our organization is beginning to grow fast 
every week, The white dudes will do just 
as we say in every prison, but that is just 
the reason why they keep all of usin the 
adjustment centers... I have been in the 


"tee seen them killed, shot down, beat unmercifully with their hands cuffed. I've been 
beat, thrown down stairs, and had false charges put on me. What can we do? There’s 


got to be something, But what?”

During the 
proceedings, “We were so mad we jumped 
on the bulls and tried to fight our way 
through them. We only had one hand free 
each. The other was chained to our sides. 
The fight lasted about 5 to 7 minutes, as 
we wouldn’t stop, every time they got us 
down we got back up. . . The trial finally 
went on ang we were both found 
guilty...” 


Sent back to Folsom, he saw three 
black prisoners shot in cold blood. “now 
I knew the black dudes and had been at 
war with them...But I don’t dig the 
idea of the dog killing them as he did. 


AC for about 4 years 4 months, ... and I 
don’t see any daylight at all. 


“I can’t seem to get this down the way 
I want it. All I know is I’m 24, and look 
30, feel 20, and hate like a man 100 years 
old and actas I am at war with the dog at 
all times, as I am. I’m ready to give my 
life at-any time to see this government 
come to an end... All I know is that I 
never had a misdemeaner or a felony until 
I was already in prison and the worst 
thing I did on the streets was to run away 
from home. 


POWER TO THE PEOPLE! 
" "user 
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Joseph Mattison, twenty-five years old, 
Universal Life Church minister, died in 
Santa Rita prison on Thursday, February 
25, 1971, at around noon. Joseph was 
One-third of the way into a seventy-five 
day sentence for an assaulting a pig 
charge in Berkeley during the mass 
demonstrations last April following the 
U.S. invasion of Cambodia. Joseph's 
fellow prisonerg-also brothers jailed “in 
West Graystone, Santa Rita's Maximum 
Security section—stated to Legal Aid law- 
yers that the pigs let Joseph hang to his 
death when they found him and that it 
was minutes after finding him when the 
guards told two other prisoners to cut 
him down and fifteen to twenty minutes 
later until the prison doctor arrived. 

Joseph Mattison’s probation officer, a 
psychiatrist who. had. seen him while a 
patient for Tou nths last year, hilaw- 
yer, and even sel 
attorney said k ali Fe 
serve no time bi ie the 
totally freaking while in the joint were 
very great, In a letter to this fascist dog 
judge Staats, Joseph’s shrink ran down 
the likelihood of at least a “nervous 
breakdown” and especially the capability 
of going into “deep suicidal depression,” 

But this fucking pig judge, when con- 
tacted on his vacation by a reporter, was 
“damned sorry about Ir"... and | just 
felt he shouldn't go scott free ... but he 
had to serve some time.” 

Six weeks before Joseph Mattison’s 
death in Santa Rita, William Thornton, a 
prisoner in Folsom Prison at Represa, 


tiio ric Feigh tesled 
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‘Valit., died in his cell, another “suicide”. 
This brother killed himself just weeks be- 
fore he was to be released. The circum- 
stances that led to his death have pro- 
voked brothers still in prison to make this 
incident known to the people. Excerpts 
from their letters follow. 


“There is no doubt he was driven from 
the rim of sanity by “fear, which 
climaxed in him hanging himself. An iron- 
ical paradox when you understand. He 
wanted to live so deperately that the 
thought of being killed snapped his mind. 
Odd. But not really, if you could have 
seen the hours leading to his death. Even 
| thought they were back there trying to 
kill him. Perhaps they would have if he 
hadn’t did it himself,” 

“All morning the pigs were coming and 
going from higécell. He had become so 
eng” fe, hag Barricaded 
intentions 4 iwere to 
“againistény WoYEs by the 
pigs. Around 10:00 a.m., the prison’s 
Psychiatrist passed through on his once a 
week round. He saw Thornton. And in 
less than five minutes.

“Several of us after hearing this began 
calling the pigs and making noise in gen- 
eral. The pigs came out of the enclosure 
after five minutes. Two stood outside the 
door and one went to get something he 
concealed under his clothing. All to- 
gether, they were in the front section of 
his cell over an hour.” 

“So, for what reasons he had, who 
knows but him, he hung himself from a 
ventilator. This incident happened during 
the period of day when the pig was releas- 
ing the tier he was on for their hours 
excercise on the yard. The pigs found him 
hanging, and could have saved him, But 
they walked off and left him hanging till 
they continued running all the inmates 
Out to the yard. After they ran the yard 
they came back and cut- him down. 
Naturally he was dead now. Buthe wasn't 
when they found him first, then left.” 

“He felt loneliness, anxiety, and des- 
pair, which these sprawling confines 
breed. Being close to a release, he 
naturally was wired up nervously, anxious 
for his upcoming date. He requested 
several times to talk with the institution 
Psychiatrist, Doktor McKinney, but was 
refused. Thornton had a problem and 
requested help, but they wouldn't give it 
to him.” 


The following manifesto was written 
in Folsom prison by white prisoners. It is 
a condensed version of the beliefs of the 
Revolutionary Alliance for Freedom, a 
revolutionary organization of white in- 
mates, primarily from Folsom, but with 
chapters spreading throughout the 
California prison system. 

The brothers in RAFF developed their 
political consciousness in prison, having 
been bikers, Nazis, street gang kids, and 
other products of racist Amerika, RAFF 
people played an important role in the 
Folsom strike last fall, the longest prison 
strike in history. 

i write this as an open letter to those 
of you outside the confining walls, 
beyond the watchful eye of the many 
gun- towers manned with pigs fresh out 
of the armed forces who have pulled the 
trigger many times administering death, 
who sit and watch us convicted people 
with gun in hand, ready to kill without 
hesitation or answering to anyone. They 
kill us in the name of law and order, and 
in the name of God. As our limp bodies 
are slammed to the ground in death, our 
blood splattered upon the asphalt yards, 
no one seems to care about the castaway, 
self-styled revolutionary people in these 
stinking pig-corrupted and pig-run 
prisons. S 

Many of us in here, who are politically 
minded, who believe in social reform, are 
subjected daily to brutality and death if 
the pig feels we offer a threat. If your 
thinking doesn’t conform to the pro- 
grammed status of a robot, you are open 
for disciplinary action, years taken from 
your life, and death. 

On election day, November 3, 1970; 
Folsom prison started a strike that lasted 
19 days. Our voices were heard by many 
brothers and sisters on the outside world. 
Brothers and you beautiful sisters of the 
women’s liberation front, the spirit grows 
and our hearts are with you. What we 
have to offer you brothers and sisters of 
the revolution, is our complete hearts in 
love, our minds in preparation, and our 
bodies in battle and death against the pig. 
The time is drawing near; the time when 
we all, Black Brown,White, Male, and 
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Female, must stand together in unity and 
in arms and fight the fires of capitalism 
and the distorted hypocricies of Dem- 
ocracy with the fires of the people’s true 
justice. Resistance with pride, harassment 
with pride, and destruction with pride, 
then we can rebuild a government we can 
be proud to live with. 

I am the Minister of Information for 


the Revolutionary Alliance for Freedom. 
We are a fairly large, collective group of 
young white radicals who banded: to- 
gether to survive under the wrath and 
brutality of the prison pigs, We are 
thrown into strip cells without adequate 
clothing, lighting, or sanitary conditions. 
We all have been attacked and beaten by 
the pigs. We remain in adjustment centers 
indefinitely because the pig fears re- 
taliation. He fears, fears, fears what we 
think, feel, and may say to others in here. 


‘The pigs main goal in here is to'exploit 
us in their industrial complexes. They 
have clothing factories, mattress, blanket, 
furniture, and paper factories. The pig has 
large canneries and a license plate factory 
that by itself makes them millions of 
dollars. We are used as the labor to run all 
their vast industry, The average wage paid 
is .06, yes, 6 cents an hour for our slave 
labor. The highest wage paid is 35 cents 
an hour. They pay this appeasement for 
their slaye labor that makes them 
millions. If we refuse to work these areas 
under these conditions, we are thrown. 
into the adjustment centers. We are hum- 
iliated, isolated, and mentally harassed to 
the breaking point. But we can’t break 
because they have a gun pointed at us at 
all times hoping we will react. Then they 
use the final bullet controller to smash us 
down. There are hundreds of rules they 
use. They write up a report on each 
infraction of the rules, administer dis- 
cipline, and then present these reports to 
the Adult Authority who we must go 
before to attain a parole or release. But 
the parole board denies us parole because 
we have broken the rules, We're denied 
another year of life and we start another 
year on the merry-go-round of exploit- 
ation, È 
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In here the pig uses racial dissention to 
keep everyone apart and fighting amongst 
each other. I myself, and all my brothers, 
have been confronted one time or the 
other by a pig agitating us with racial 
talk. Giving the go ahead, “Kill the 
Black”, “When are you gonna get it on?”, 
“The Blacks need a good killing”, etc. 
This is what they tell radical whites. 
Especially now since the Soledad prison 
guard killing and retaliation. The pig is 
mad and tries constantly to use us against 
the blacks for his revenge. They even go 
as far as paying inmate informers, both 
black and white, and take war plans and 
circulate them. Naturally neither side 
knows where this rumor or that rumor 
comes from, so they walk in tension, on 
defense for their lives at all times. Every- 
one mills in confusion, breathes hate, 
despair, and anxiety. You live only to be 
released, but release is an elusive dream. 
But we continue to fight, hold our heads 
high with pride because we know we are 
right. If there’s ever going to be a change, 
then we must fight with violent re- 
sistance, destruction and death, to attain 
freedom, dignity, peace, and happiness. 
We of the Revolutionary Alliance for 
Freedom have banded together for these 
reasons: To survive you must have 
strength, and you get strength in unity. 
You young brothers and sisters fighting 
for liberation, we send our voice to you. 
Join us in the fight for survival. Let us all 
stand, prepare ourselves for the freedom 
battle. We call from our hearts all white 


people, the lower, middle, and poor class 
whites who have been subjected to de- 
gradation and exploitation through taxes, 
suppression, and oppression. Those of 
you who are the victims of capitalism, 
brutalism, and ones who are aware of the 
injustices in our daily lives that are forced 
upon us by the pig establishment, Those 
of you who have still got the ability to 
think as an individual, who have escaped 
the brainwash tactics used in school and 
everyday life, who are willing and desire 
to fight for life. It’s time to move! Let 
get together. Not only in bringing all the 
hypocrisies down, but in rebuilding. 


There is far less information about 
activities and conditions in women’s 
prisons than there is about men’s prisons. 
Women prisoners are held mainly in city 
and county jails, the turnover is much 
higher than in men’s prisons, and 
communication is much worse. In gen- 
eral, physical conditions are not so bad as 
they are for men, but the mental torture 
is far worse. Men’s prisons often have 
educational programs, libraries, jobs, 
lawyers and other people coming in from 
the outside fairly regularly. Granted this 
is still more limited than it should be, but 
it helps considerably to relieve the bleak- 
ness of life in jail and increases the 
chances of communication and organiza- 
tion. Women’s prisons, on the other hand, 
receive almost none of these breaks. The 
Marin County J ail, women’s section, 
(supposedly one of the most modern 
progressive jails) has a “library” that is a 
stack of books in a closet that also holds 
the Kotex, and the toilet paper. 

Gay women in jail get much harsher 
punishment than to gay men. If you are 
seen walking once too often with a 
woman, you will be immediately and 
permanently separated. Mainly what they 
want you to do as a woman prisoner is to 
vegetate.

The prisoner who wrote the following 
account witnessed three beatings in less 
than a month. Only a week before this 
brutality, the guards made a completely 
unprovoked attack on a fortyish white 
Canadian who was being held for an 
immigration violation—which he had not 
yet been tried on, “Unlike Rodgers, he 
was not handcuffed, he didn’t have to be. 
He was strangled, beaten, and kicked 
until the sadistic urge in the officers had 
been satisfied. Like Rodgers, he was 
placed in a strip cell and a fraudulent 
report was written on him, to justify the 
assault.” 


“On January 25, 1971, Thon Rodgers, 
a black inmate was brutalized by prison 
staff. He was beaten with a club while his 
hands were handcuffed behind his back. 
The facts are as follows: 


1 heard the voice-of the prisoner Thon 
Rodgers talking with the officers as they 
stripped him down for the routine search 

_every inmate receives when being return- 
ed. I heard the sound of squeaks made by 
the metal detector and realized from per- 
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sonal experience that the officers were 
running it over the inmate’s naked body. 

Then I heard the rustle of papers and 
knew... that the officers were now 
searching the legal material carried by the 
inmate ... I heardone of the officers say 
‘Leave the envelope here.’ I heard the 
inmate very respectfully explain that the 
envelope contained legal papers he was 
using in his case, but the officer insisted 
that he leave them, 

‘Thereafter, 1 heard the prisoner reply, 
“You're not taking my legal papers? I 
have a right to keep them with me.’ At 
this, I heard the officer's voice become 
raised as he yelled, ‘Give me that en- 
velope nigger.”

struck, the sound of the club echoing 
down the tier: thud thud thud. 

Then I became aware of other officers 
joining in on the attack... the blows 
continued to be meted out...I could 
hear other inmates helplessly crying out 
to Jeave the man alone. ‘ 

Over this I could also hear the jeering 
voice of one officer hissing, ‘Had enough, 
nigger, had enough?” 

The struggle didn’t stop as I knew they 
had their victim on the floor and were 
probably kicking in his ribs as I have seen 
them do on many occasions. . . I heard 
the prisoners last cry of pain which died

consciousness or mentality. The other 
mentality is totally a criminal 
mentality It is callous to concepts of 
humanity, perceiving human lives solely 
in terms of self-interest and materialistic 
gain. Love, pity, sympathy, compassion 
are abstract elements not contained in the 
emotional or intellectual quotient of the 
criminally oriented person. 

There is wide movement support and 
effort to free prisoners that looks to the 
prisons as sources of raw recruits and 
leaders for expanding the ranks of the 
movement, 

But who would these recruits be? Who 
would these leaders be? From birth we 
have been indoctrinated and infused with 
the virulent contagion of capitalistic 
criminality, We are taught to emulate 
such international gangsters and bandits 
as John D. Rockefeller, Teddy Roosevelt, 
Julius Caesar, and J, P. Morgan. We are 
told continuously that we have to “claw 


us, the common people, to approve of the 
elite continuing to do these things all over 
the planet. 

But for many of us, this indoctrination 
was an absolute and complete success. We 
did what we had been trained to do; we 
used our criminal minds to plan and enact 
criminal deeds. Whether or not we wish 
to admit it, we originally were quilty of 
criminal acts (most of us)and were there- 
fore placed in prison. It is elementary to 
deduce that we are solely products of our 
society and our environment. 

The society is criminal, the rulers are 
criminal and we are the losers in a gang 
war for some of the materialistic goodies. 

In prison, this mentality manifests it- 
self in further acts against the lumpen. 
Good-looking boys/men are attacked 
with knives, pipes, fists or other in- 
struments and raped, by individuals and 
by groups of convicts. Homosexuals are 
coerced, beaten, abused and used in a

way that totally disregards any human 
recognition. Any prisoner who happens 


to be too weak physically or mentally to | 


protect his material goods routinely gets 
them ripped off. An argument over a 
checkers game might, and has, lead to a 
murder. Acts of violence against fellow 
convicts are perpetrated regularly for 
racists reasons, for sexual reasons, for 
monetary reasons, and for no apparent 
reason at all. 

Many proclaim revolutionary 
dedication; many profess revolutionary 
consciousness. How do we know the 
truth of the individual's rhetorical ex- 
pressions? We can only apply the test of 
observation—actions reveal the truth. 

As revolutionaries we are represent- 
atives of the people; we are the lumpen 
reaching its potential and grouping to 
assert itself; we are humanity. A 
revolutionary does not commit any 
crimes against the people. The true 
dedication and motivation of the 
revolutionary to destroy the enemy of 
the people is based not on hatred of the 


We must be ready to enter the movement 
cadres and collectives, we must be ready 
to provide leadership to those who look 
to us for leadership. A person who rapes, 
murders, robs, assaults, brutalizes or per- 
petrates any other act against the people 
is a puppet of the capitalistic masters. We 
must cut the strings and destroy all 
attachment for strings in our psyches. 

Those who are revolutionaries, who 
have a genuine love and compassion for 
the people, have no capitalistic past, just 
as a butterfly has no past prior to being a 
butterfly. The criminal who entered the 
prison died with the birth of the 
revolutionary. The metamorphosis from 
capitalist criminal to revolutionary pro- 
letariat is absolute. 

We must strive greatly comrades, we 
must be stern and unswerving, As 
revolutionaries we must not be contamin- 
ated with any capitalistic filth. We must 
think, we must analyse, we must 
dialectically diagnose ourselves, and those 
who seek to opprtunistically camouflage 
anti-people, anti-human acts under the

But if you go see GIMME SHELTER, 
remember what the Angels said, “..you 
wanna know what's happening? It’s you! 
you're what’s happening!” 
Many people will go to see a murder, 
others to catch the Stones, and some to 
pin the blame, but all of these people will 
miss the thrust of the movie and the 
impact of the Angel’s comment. 

GIMME SHELTER is far more than a 
documentary of death. The music and 
excitement of the Stones and crowds 
during the 1969 tour is a powerful 
affirmation of culture and life. The four- | 
track stereo music. and loud and good.

It was an incident involving women 
which was the immediate reason for our 
visit to the Stud, a bar many of us have 
been hating (and been drawn to 
simultaneously) for a long time. Two 
women had been hassled by a bouncer 
and ejected with force. When a gay 
brother objected, he too was told to stay 
away. 

When this incident, and the Stud’s 
long standing practice of rigorously 
scrutinizing the I.D.’s of women while 
letting underage male gays in with no 
hassle, were brought up at a Berkeley 
GLF meeting, people decided to take 
action against the bar. SF GLF people 
concurred and about 30 of us left from 
their meeting on Sunday night. Gay 
women were told and discussed it at their 
meeting in San Francisco, but decided 
not to come, probably waiting to see 
whether male gays could challenge on our 
own the sexism in ourselves and in our 
culture, 

So we descended on the bar. One

brother was stopped for LD. at the door 
but with our sheer force in numbers we 
pushed him though. One small initial 
victory. 

We leafletted, circle danced, touched 
freely; invited people to join. Some did. 
Most preferred to watch from the 
sidelines, We snakedanced through the 
bar, picking up a few more people. Got 
handed a beer. Rapped with people when 
we werent dancing. Encountered the 
most overt hostility from a group of 2 or 
3 black gays, who seemed to be regulars 
at the bar. To them, we had invaded their 
turf. Whatever their idea ofjturf was, they 
certainly didn’t seem to feel the bar 
impinged on it. One of them said to his 
friend, “they don’t even buy drinks.” 
They started chants, “yea, Stud.” 

The apathy we encountered was 
somehow even more dispiriting — the bar 
already has “good karma” we were told, 
what were we complaining about, 
anyway? Some gays were considerably 
more receptive. A group of fgur blacks 
said that we were into a real heavy thing 
and that we shouldn’t get discouraged by 
people who didn’t understand or agree 
with us now — “They'll come around.” 
One brother was asked if he ever went 
there to “make” a friend. He admitted. 
that he didn’t, that the bar wasn’t the 
kind of place for that. 

We don’t have any gay space of our 
own yet anywhere, no gay community 
centers or “liberated Zones” (although 
were working on it), but we saw our 
circle dancing and togetherness as a 
hopefully. seductive alternative to the 
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patterns of behavior gay people get 
channeled into —éometimes even in spite 
of ourselves, as has happened with us — 
the minute we step into the bar — 
cruising, standing around in ones or pairs, 
being distant from one another, not 
touching one another, not 
communicating with each other for fear 
of seeming too eager, too lonely, too 
willing, too unmanly, yet waiting, — 
always waiting — for the hot beauty of 
our dreams, to walk into the room and 
sweep us off our feet. Fuck all that! By 
dancing in large groups to both fast and 
slow songs, by touching each other, by 
loving one anothër , we tried to liberate 
a stifling, alienating atmosphere, where 
loud musid and darkness forbid conver- 
sation, where frenzy passes for joy. 

We need to be together everywhere, no 
matter what our ages, races, sex or 
appearance. Fuck the future we had to 
“look forward to” before gay liberation 
— a life of fewer and fewer lovers and 
friends, as our hair fell our and our 
stomachs sagged and the wrinkles settled 
in, The Stud — all bars — perpetuate this 
objectification and accompanying self- 
hatred and frustration when we don’t 
measure up to the straight, agist, racist 
standards of beauty. Almost none of us 
do. 

The bars can’t be liberated, they must. 
be destroyed. They rip off our money, 
keep us in off ghettoes playing the same 
old weary games thinking that we are 
satisfied, and maintain all the divisions in 
Amerika — women and men, gay women 
and gay men, black and white, young and 
old. The Stud! mentality in our heads has 
to be rooted our and killed too. 

The Stud is living on borrowed time, 
ough it’s far from dead vet, But ing 
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creasing gays’ dissatisiacuon with the 
Stud — showing them that what seems 
like such a hip place is hactually an 
escape from communication, from being 
open and friendly toward each other, 
from being gay; by displaying the new 
way of life being build out of the death 
culture of the homosexual world, we may 
have helped to hasten the process along.

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It’s hard criticizing the Panthers now. 
In the days when the Pafthers were a 
totally community oriented street 
organization, daring to patrol the 
Oakland pig station, winning turf in a 
tough scene, establishing revolutionary 
authority over pimps, dealers, and 
generally bad dudes, we dug calling Huey 
the baddest motherfucker who ever shit 
between two shoes. We helped to build 
an image of the Panther leaders which 
now seems to have a life of its own in the 
media: the Supreme Commander (now 
Supreme Servant), with his gloves and 
Swagger sticks, a press conference TV 


star, 

If we were guilty of blind adulation of 
the Panthers in the past, there can be no 
excuse for continuing a bad tradition. A 
lot of other factors make criticism even 
more difficult now; most importantly the 
clearcut attempt by the pigs to annihilate 
the Panthers, But it doesn’t help the 
Panther Party, ourselves, or the 
revolution to suppress loving criticism. 

Last week the Tribe failed to report or 
comment on Huey Newton’s $650 a 
month apartment on Lake Merritt in 
Oakland, It had been “exposed” in San 
Fancisco’s leading pig paper, the 
Examineř=by. their FBI reporter, Ed 
Montgomery, Unfortunately, this is about 
the only kind of criticism the Panthers 
receive. 

The Panthers responded to this pig 
criticism in a very defensive way. They 
said the apartment was necessary for 
Huey’s security. Huey said he considered 
it a “prison” but that the central 
committee had insisted he live there for 
his own safety. 

Last week the Panthers even reprinted 
an incredible editorial from black 
millionaire Dr. Carlton Goodlett’s Sun 
Reporter saying: _ 
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I was surprised to find that the 
Panthers were only paying $650 a month 
and the locale was Lake Merritt. Huey 
and his generals of staff should have the 
best as they plan their party’s strategy. 
They should move at once to one of the 
Faimont’s top floor VIP suites and buy a 
helicopter so they can go to and from the 
hotel without being harassed by the nosy, 
newspaper columnists and 

We can’t accept the security argument. 
It is an elementary belief of all 
revolutionaries that security rests with 
out support in the community. Huey’s 
wealthy white neighbors might prefer not 
to have a shootout in their elevator, but if 
that shootout resulted in Huey’s death, 
they probably wouldn’t be too upset. 

In any event, you cant buy security, as 
the bomb in the Capitol amply 
demonstrates. But you can buy a lot of 
bail for jailed Panthers. Breakfast for 
Children, or needed technical equipment 
with $650 a month. 

Unfortunately, the expensive 
apartment conforms to the swagger-stick 
image Huey and other Panther leaders 
have been using in the media game. But 
it’s the media game itself that needs 
sharpest criticism. Any revolutionary has 
the right to use the pig press to his 
advantage, and the Panthers’ use of the 
press has been vital to their legal defense 
work. But the pig media is an 
inappropriate forum for working out 
political differences within the 
revolutionary movement, 

The Panther 21 people were 
discipleined for sending an‘‘open letter to 
the Weathermen” critical of the party. 
Subsequently, three Panthers split, two 
jumping bail. Then Eldridge Cleaver 
publicly critcized the purges of the 
Panther 21 people and Geronimo from 
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the L.A. chapter. Eldridge told a 
television audience that, instead, Chief of 
Staff David Hilliard should be demoted or 
purged. 

This tragic sequence was symbolic of a 
whole dynamic in the Party. Shaken by 
the arrest and murder of so many 
Panthers, the Party has become 
increasingly hierarchical. Huey became 
Supreme Commander, and his thoughts 
became “invincible.” 

More and more the leadership speaks in 
exagerrated terms when discussing 
political differences. These questions 
aren’t being presented in a revolutionary 
manner, Instead sensational 
denunciations are made, to the delight of 
the pig media. 

So Huey calls Stokely Carmichael a 
CIA agent and promises proof which 
never materializes. Eldridge calls Angela 
Davis a smokescreen for the electrocution 
of Bobby Seale, a pawn in a Mitchell -CP 
plot. Connie Mathews becomes an “older 
woman” overnight. And many longtime 
Panthers are denoucned as “enemies of 
the people.” 

The Panthers earned a position, of 
leadership in the Black community and 
that position gave them access to media 
and resources. But media and resouces 
have a built-in boomerang. You can’t 
hold a position of leadership by 
manipulating media and money. 

In the past the Tribe has made little 
attempt to deal with the Panthers 
directly, though their national office is 
not far away. We have isolated ourselves 
from the Panthers, just as they have 
isolated themselves from the 
revolutionary media by dealing almost 
exclusively with the pig press in recent 
months. 
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For this mutual isolation to end, both 
of us have got to learn from past 
mistakes. And we must not forget that 
criticism, too, is an act of revolutionary 
love.

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The FBI is up to its old 1950's tricks 
in San Francisco, During the McCarthy 
red scares of the 50’s, hundreds of people 
were fired from their jobs after their 
employers were intimidated and were fed 
false information by the FBI. Last week 
they pulled the same tactics on the Sierra 
Club. The club had employed several 
ex-weathermen and some of their friends 
during the last year. The feds have visted 
the club four or five times in the past five 
months, Their last visit was the longest, 
an hour and a half, and the next day one 
person was fired ostensibly for working 
outside of channels, but also for “reasons 
which cannot be told,” according to one 
club official, The feds used words like 
“infiltrate” and “conspiracy” to scare 
them. 

‘The Sierra Club used to be fairly hip, 
almost a radical organization. Now 
they’ve knuckled under, like most good 
liberals eventually do. The feds are 
obviously frantic about stopping Weather 
people. They are stooping pretty low to 
have to resort to forcing the firing of 
ex-weather people and their friends from 
liberal environmental organizations. 
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Knowing how a toilet operates makes 
it much easier to diagnose and cure its 
‘troubles. 

When you operate the flush handle on 
inner level attached to the handle shaft 
lifts a soft rubber “ball valve” (often 
i called a stopper ball) out of a large 

opening in the bottom of the flush tank 
to flow into the toilet bowl at a much 
more rapid rate than would be possible if 
the water were simply flowing from the 
water-supply pipe. (The purpose of the 
flush tank is to supply this sudden surge 
of water.) Once the rubber stopper ball is 
lifted out of the opening in the tank 
bottom it floats upward rapidly in the 
water remaining in the tank, as the 
stopper ball is hollow and filled with air. 
. That’s why you don’t have to hold on to 
the flush handle to keep the flushing 
operation going. The stopper ball won’t 
drop back into the opening until the 
water level in the tank falls to the level of 
the opening. 

As the water level falls, a large float 
also falis with it. A metal float arm 
reaches from the float to a “float valve” 
at the opposite side of the tank. This is 
really the water inlet valve that refills the 
tank, As the float falls with the water 
level it opens the float valve and turns on 
the water to fill the tank again. But 

a there’s no inlet-outlet conflict because 
the water comes in through the float 
valve much more slowly than it goes out 
through the flush valve. (That’s why it 
takes a toilet tank much longer to fill 

than to flush.) 
When the tank is empty and the 
stopper ball drops back into the flush 
valve opening at the bottom of the tank, 
closing it, the float valves starts filling the 
tank, At the same time it squirts a little 
stream of water through the “refill tube” 
: into the overflow pipe in the tank. This 
overflow pipe leads into the toilet bowl. 
Thus, if something goes wrong with the 
tank mechanism so that water continues 
to flow into the tank, it simply flows into 
the toilet bowl, then onto the soil pipe 
and sewer. The purpose of the refill pipe, 
however, is to make certain that the toilet 
filled again after flush- 
process siphons much 
so it must 


gainst sewer gas, like a trap.) 


Singing Toilets 
One of the commonest troubles is the 
“singing” toilet that doesn’t shut off after

how the stopper ball fails. Sometimes the 
stopper guide manages to swivel around 
the overflow pipe (which supports it) 
enough to ger the ball out of line with the 
flusg valve seat. If so, loosen the setscrew 
that holds the guede to the overflow pipe, 
tum the guide so the stopper ball sits 
properly, and retighten the screw. Some 
guides also have length adjustments that 
let you vary the distance outward from 
the overflow pipe to the guide rod that 


on the inner of outer edge of the valve 
seat instead of contacting it all the way 
around. Whatever the misalignment, it’s 
easy to spot with a few trials of the flush 
handle. 

If the stopper ball is sitting properly 
but still not stopping the outflow of 
water, the trouble may lie either in the 
ball itself or in the valve seat. If the valve 
seat looks pitted, smooth it with stee:

wool (this type of trouble usually allows 
the tank to fill, but it keeps singing). If 
the stopper ball itself looks lumpy, 
misshapen, or dimpled, replace it, The 
stopper ball can be removed and replaced 
with a (Mew) one without removing the 
stopper wires from the guide or the flush 
handle arm. Just hold the stopper ball 
still with one hane while unscrewing the 
lower stopper wire with the other. Then 
serew the lower stopper wire into the 
replacement stopper ball in the same 
manner, 

If the toilet will flush completely only 
if you hold the loush handle down during 
the entire flushing process, the stopper 
guide is mounted too low in the overflow 
pipe, this prevents the stopper ball from 
rising high enough to clear itself from the 
outrushing water. So, unless held up, it is 
sucked back into the flush-valve opening. 
Simply raise the stopper guide a little, 
tighten it in place, and try flushing again. 
If the trouble persists, raise it a little 
more until the flushing process runs its 
full course without need for holding the 
handle. Usually raising the guide about’ 
half an inch does the trick. 

If the tank fills and the toilet keeps on 
singing and water flows out through the 
overflow pipe,you can easily spot the 
condition by lifting the lid off the flush 
tank. This kind of trouble is caused by 
failure of the float valve to shut off the 
water after the tank is filled. A leaking 
float can cause it, though this is rare. But 
if the float is at the bottom of the tank, 
that’s the cause. Shut off the water to the 
toilet, flush it, and unscrew the old float 
from the threaded end of the f threaded 
end of the float arm. A new float from 
the hardware store will screw into the 
same threads. 


If the float is on the surface, the 
trouble can often be cured by simple 


the water. This way it closes the float 
valve with the water at a lower level. 
Usually this shuts off the water before. it 
reaches the overflow. 

The above are the most common toilet 
troubles and their repairs. It’s very simple 
because the toilet is not a complicated 
mechanism, and you don’t have to be a 
plumber or z man to do it. Try it yourself 
next time.
